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Foreword 

During  the  last  few  years. increased  interest  has 
teen  manifested  in  the  older- memhers  of  4-H  cluts  and  other 
young  people  on  our  farms.   This  interest  has  shown  itself 
in  an  increase  in  enrollment  in  the  older  4-H  cluh  age 
groups  as  well  as  in  groups  of  other  farm  young  people  of 
the  same  ages.   The  annual  narrative  reports  have  revealed 
a  large  niomher  of  instances  where  county  extension  ?/orkers 
have  successfully  organized  such  groups  and  provided  them 
with  attractive  programs.   The  accompanying  abstracts  from 
the  annual  narrative  reports  for  1934  have  "been  selected  to 
illustrate  some  of  the  different  types  of  organization  and 
programs  that  have  proved  effective.  'It  is  thought  that  a 
study  of  these  organizations  and  programs  may  "be  helpful  in 
developing  extension  work  among  these  young  people.   Out  of 
tnis  study  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  built  up  a  pro- 
cedure for  older  member  of  4-H  clubs  an<3  other  farm  young 
people  that  will  be  as  effective  as  is  the  present  program 
for  junior  4-H  club  members.

Young  Farmers'  Clubs 

This  past  year  marked  the  completion  of  12  years'  work  with  young 
farmers'  clu"bs  in  Connecticut.   Over  1,000  young  men  have  completed  work 
in  these  cluhs  during  this  period.   Due  to  the  pressure  of  emergency  and 
other  work,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  we  have  fairly  well  covered  the 
State,  not  so  much  time  was  devoted  this  year  as  in  the  past  to  these  clubs, 

Four  new  clubs  were  organized,  with  a  total  membership  of  61  men.   I 
met  with  these  four  groups  five  times,  and  the  following  program  was  carried 
out :  ■       ' • . 

Lecture  1.  What  Determines  Farm  Profits?   (Srief  explanation  of 
farm  account  books.) 

Lecture  2.  How  Can  Costs  Be  Reduced  on  Connecticut  Farms? 

(a)  Cash  expenses  that  can  be  cut. 

(b)  Better  utilization  of  fixed  expenses  (with 

particular  reference  to  land  and  crop 
yields) . 
Lecture  3,  Farm  Organization  in  Relation  to  Earnings,   (Diversi- 
fication v.  specialization.) 
Lecture  4.   Labor  Efficiency  and  Its  Effect  on  Farm  Earnings. 

(How  determined,  labor  distribution,  and  calcula- 
tion of  man-work-units  on  each  farm.) 
Lecture  5.   What  Are  Your  Possibilities  To  Improve  Earnings  in 

1934?   (Calculation  of  possible  changes  and  improved 
practices  to  be  adopted.) 
Three  of  the  second-year  young  farmers'  clubs  met  four  times  each, 
and  a  more  flexible  program  was  presented  to  meet  the  needs  of  individual 
members.   There  were  38  club  meetings  held,  with  an  attendance  of  519. 

We  believe  that  our  past  work  with  young  farmers'  clubs  has  aided 
in  developing  some  of  the  best  farm-business  projects  in  the  State.   At 
the  present  time  former  members  of  these  clubs  play  an  important  part  in 
shaping  the  agricultural  policies  of  various  county  extension  groups,  our 
leading  cooperatives,  and  many  other  a:gri-cultural  organizations.   The  clubs 
have  served  as  a  means  of  developing  local  agricultural  leaders  who  are 
well  trained  in  a  knowledge  of  the  situation  and  have  a  good  understanding 
of  sound  economic  principles.

Young  Farmers'  Clubs 

Since  1932,  some  attention  has  been  given  to  the  development  of  a 
program  for  young  people  beyond  4-H  club  age  who  are  not  established  in 
business  for  themselves.   A  committee  appointed  to  study  this  project,  with 
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Illinois  (Continued) 

the  State  leader  of  farm  advisers  acting  as  chairman,  recommended  the  fol- 
lowing policy,  which  seems  to  fit  the  conditions  existing  in  Illinois: 

1.  One  of  the  primary  responsibilities  of  the  extension  service  is 
the  welfare  of  that  group  of  young  people  "beyond  4-H  cluh  age,  out  of 
school,  who  are  not  yot  ostahlished-  in  "business  and  homemaking  for  them- 
selves. 

2.  The  primary  interest  of  the  extension  service  in  relation  to 
such  groups  is  to  aid  in  the  development  of  programs.   In  the  development 
of  a  program,  the  extension  service  is  prepared  to  assist  and  advise  such 
groups  as  are  willing  to  take  responsibility  for  the  execution  of  the  pro- 
gram- formulated. 

3.  The  extension  service  is  prepared  to  suggest  methods  of  proce- 
dure to  aid  young  people  in  providing  a  program  of  study  and  activities. 

The  committee  has  also  set  up  the  following  suggested  procedure  for 
farm  and  home  advisers  who  desire  to  assist  young  people  in  planning  a  pro- 
gram of  activities. 

The  committee  appointed  to  study  the  possibilities  of  extending  the 
benefits  of  extension  work  in  some  specialized  form  to  organized  groups  of 
young  farm  people  beyond  the  4-H  club  age  submitted  the  following  sugges- 
tions for  the  guidance  of  farm  and  home  advisers: 

A.  They  are  urged  to  be  alert  to  the  needs  and  desires  of 

groups  of  young  farm  people  in  their  counties,  whether 
such  groups  are  already  functioning  or  whether  they 
are  just  beginning  to  be  aware  of  their  peculiar  needs 
and  desires. 

B.  They  should  be  prepared  to  give  suggestions  and  guidance 

to  these  young  people  in  a  way  that  will  help  them  to 
crystallize  their  interests  into  a  program  of  worth- 
while activities. 

C.  In  counties  having  both  a  fa.rm  and  a  home  adviser,  it  is 

desirable  that  plans  for  analyzing  and  meeting  the  needs 
and  desires  of  the  young  adult  group  are  undertaken  co- 
operatively by  the  farm  and  the  home  adviser.   In  fact, 
from  the  time  when  there  is  any  indication  of  young 
adult  interest  in  a  program  of  activities, adapted  to  their 
peculiar  needs  and  desires,  farm  and  home  advisers  should 
coordinate  their  efforts  to  further  such  interest. 

D.  In  communities  where  interest  in  a  special  young  people's 

program  is  being  shown, by  a  group  of  young  adults,  there 
are  certain  steps  that  advisers  can  take  toward  crystal- 
lizing this  interest. 
They  can- 

(1)  Obtain  a  list  of  eligible  young  people  in  the  com- 

munity where  the  interest  is  being  shown. 

(2)  Contact  these  young  people  and  ascertain  what  they 

desire  in  the  way  of  a  program  of  activities.   The 
best  way  to  do  this  may  be  by  cooperating  with  them 
in  a  series  of  meetings  which  those  most  actively 
interested  may  initiate.   With  respect  to  such  meet- 
ings it  is  suggested  that- 
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a.  Meetings  of  a  recreational  type  are  usually 

most  effedtive  infringing  the  young  folks 

together,  stimulating  their  interest,  and

E.  ■  In  the  development  of  desirable  programs,  young  adult  groups 
may  obtain  help  from  the  following  sources: 
(l)   District  and  State  conferences  and  'training  schools, 
to  which  selected  leaders  from  community  and  county 
groups  might  be  sent. 
These  consist  of- 

a.  Young  people's  conference  at  the  University 

of  Illinois.   (The  conference  for  1935  was

b.  Training  schools  for  music  and  drama  tournaments, 

which  include  1-act  plays,-  men's,  women's,  and 
mixed  quartettes,  and  orchestra  try-outs  and 
contests .

d.  Adjustment  and  outlook  conferences.   (Those  in 

attendance  may  participate  in  regular  programs.) 
'  e.   Training  schools  for  4-H  club'  leaders, 

f.  Recreation  institutes  (held  past  4  years). 

g.  Chorus  rehearsals  for  State  fair  and  Farm  and 

Home  Week, 
h.   Special  programs  for  young  adults  at  Farm  and 
Home  Week-. 

(2)  A  mimeographed  manual  prepared  by  the  extension  service 

for  use  in  organizing  programs  among  older  girls. 

(3)  Material  to  be  prepared  by  subject-matter  specialist  of 

extension  service  as  promptly  as  possible  in  response 
to  requests  from  county  groups. 

(4)  Experiences  of  groups  now  functioning.   A  mimeographed 

paper  setting  forth  the  experiences  of  a  number  of 
groups  as  reported  by  Illinois  farm  and  home  advisers 
can  be  obtained  from  the  extension  service  on  request.

With  an  increase  in  numbers  of  rural  yo\ing  men  and  women  without 
employment,  out  of  high  school  and  out  of  4-H  club  work,  a  demand  was  made 
by  many  rural  leaders  for  an  organization  that  would  offer  these  young 
people  social,  educational,  and  civic  opportunities. 

There  were  85  rural  young  men  and  women  between  the  ages  of  18  and 
30,  who  organized  a  Country-Life  Club  at  a  meeting  at  the  William' Reed 
school  building  on  the  evening  of  January  25.

Young  People's  Cooperative  Study  Club 

The  adult  organization  of  the  farm  "bureau,  the  social  and  education- 
al director,  and  the  cooperative  association  are  sponsoring  a  Young  People's 
Cooperative  Study  Cluh,  which  is  composed  of  young  farm  men  and  women  "between 
the  ages  of  16  and  35.   This  group  has  more  or  less  taken  to  itself  the  study 
of  agriculture  and  economics  and  the  natural  laws  of  agriculture  that  may  he 
controlled  hy  group  action.   Believing  that  agriculture  has  right  to  organ- 
ize itself  into  cooperative  groups  to  ohtain  fair  exchange  and  "bargaining 
power  such  as  that  possessed  hy  organized  industries,  this  group  has  organ- 
ized itself  wit'n  regular  officers  and  regular  meetings  are  called  once  each 
month.   Charles  Blac'ic  Jr.,  a  former  Purdue  short-course  student,  is  chair- 
man of  this  group.   The  group  is  the  result  of  the  attendance  of  John  Peter- 
son, Vivian  Henderson,  and  Helen  Plank  at  a  district  school  in  Spencer,  Ind., 
in  1933,  at  which  time  cooperative  principles  of  organized  €igriculture  were 
discussed  hy  the  leaders  of  the  State,  farm  bureau  and  ot"rier  agricultural 
groups.   Believing  that  this  educational . work  would  he  of  benefit  to  yoxmg 
men  and  women  of  Carroll  County,  these  three  young  people  have  organized 
a  county  group  with  members  from  every  township  in  the  county.  Perhaps  the 
outstanding  activity  of  this  organization  was  the  cooperative  school  which 
they  sponsored  at  Camp  Tecumseh,  September  9- to  16.   They  invited  surro^und- 
ing  counties,   but  of  the  58  enrolled,  29  were  from  Carroll  County.   Each 
township  of  the  county  was  represented.   The  week' s  program  was  under  the 
general. direction  of  Anthony  Lehner  of  the  Indiana  Farm  Bureau.   This 
week's  school  seemed  to  give  to  these  boys  and  girls  an.  iTispiration  as  to 
the  real  need  of  an  organized  and  educated  agricultural  people.   These  boys 
and  girls  have  also  been  a  great  help  in  our  township  farm-bureau  meetings, 
and  are  helping  with  the  Federal  Emergency  Resettlement  Administration 
rural  schools.   Undoubtedly  the  group  of  boys  and  girls  who  are  taking  an 
active  part  in  this  organization  will  gain  very  valuable  experience  for 
future  educational  v/ork.   This  should  be  valuable  for  the  adult  orgaziiza- 
tions,  and  we  can  probably  look  to  them  as  our  Carroll  County  agricultural 
leaders  in  the  future.

.  The  Fayette  County  Y.oung  Farmers'  Club  got  their  winter  program 
well  started  during  the  month  of  January.   The  first  meeting  v/as  held  on 
January  9,  with  60  present,  and  officers  and  directors  were  elected.        | 

W.  H.  Stacy  was  present  at  this  meeting.   On  the  16th,  S.  M.  Wright, 
of  the  Iowa  State  Dairy  Association,  was  present,  and  there  was  an  attend- 
ance of  about  50.   On  January  23,  Byron  T.  Virtue  discussed  farm  machinery 
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adjustments;  there  was  an  attendance  of  62.   On  the  30th,  R.    G.  '.leaver 
demonstrated  the  making  of  cheese  at  the  Fayette  Creamery  to  the  37  present. 

On  Fe"bruary  6,  L.  G.  Albaugh  presented  farm-management  work.   On  the 
13th,  F.  W.  Beckman,  editor  of  "The  Farmer's  Wife",  St.  Paul,  discussed 
Values  in  Living.   On  .the  20th,  Byron  Virtue  demonstrated  the  methods  of 
adjusting  hinder  heads  and  plows,  and  on  the  27th,  E.  L.  Quaife  put  on  beef- 
sheep-,  and  horse- judging  work  at  the  D.  R.  Whitley  fa.rm. 

The  final  meetin,;;;  of  the  Young  Farmers'  Club  wa.s  held  at  the  Legion 
hall  on  March  9,  and  was  a  father  and  son  banquet.   There  were  75  present, 
including  10  from  Chickasaw  County.  Following  the  dinner  at  noon,  a  short 
program  was  given,  consisting  of  talks  by  the  following  men:   J.  F.  Wilkin- 
son, president  of  Fayette  County  Farm  Bureau;  Walter  Beall,  editor  of 
"Argo-Gazette" ;  Dr.  A.  E.  Bennett,  president  of  Upper  Iowa  University;  and 
George  Godfrey  of  Iowa  State  College.   Short  talks  were  given  by  Alfred 
Turner  and  Gilbert  Meyer,  two  members  of  the  Young  Farmers'  Club.   Irving 
Bearing,  president  of  the  club  presided.   He  had  advanced  to  the  presidency 
on  the  resignation  of  Alvin  Thoreson,  who  went  into  work  that  prevented  him 
from  attending  the  .meetings . 

It  is  our  belief  that  the  Young  Farmers'  Club  is  nov/  an  established 
and  worth-while  institution  in  Fayette  Coiinty.   Further  development  of  this 
type  of  organization  is  in  evidence  over  the  State,  and  will  eventually  be 
a  part  of  every  county  farm  bureau  program.

Utopia  Clubs 

Utopia  Club  work  held  its  own,  despite  the  fact  that  the  time  of  the 
county  agricultural  agents  was  largely  taken  up  with  the  AAA  program.   Uto- 
pia Club  work  is  now  4  years  old,  and  we  believe  it  is  ready  to  respond  to 
any  extra  effort  that  can  be  given.   Definite  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from 
these  4  years.   Activities  in  the  county  extension  and  AAA  programs  have 
drawn  much  leadership  from  this  group.   They  love  to  accept  responsibility. 
During  the  past  year  one  of  the  Utopians  from  Fleming  County  was  appointed 
county  agent  of  Bracken  County  and  two  Utopians  have  served  as  assistant 
county  agents.  An  additional  58  served  either  as  office  assistants  or  com- 
pliance workers  in  the  AAA  county  program.  Forty  Utopians  acted  either  as 
local  leaders  of  4-H  clubs  or  project  leaders  in  the  community  programs. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  1934  wai;  342  young  women  and  356  young 
men,  or  a  total  of  698.   This  was  an  increase  over  1933.   One  Utopia  club 
in  the  State  dropped  from  28  club  members  to  5,  because  of  jobs  offered 
by  a  local  factory,  and  other  clubs  suffered  a  loss  in  membership  also  be- 
cause of  local  employment  or  of  factories  in  Detroit,  A'Cron,  and  Racine 
increasing  their  number  of  workers, 

Boone  County  Utopia  Club  sets  a  real  record,  both  as  to  project 
work  and  enrollment.   In  1930-31  the  Utopia  Club  enrollment  in  this  county 
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was  29,  with  the  following  projects:   Toliacco,  3;  dairy,  3;  farm  accounts, 
6;  small  fruits,  2;  poultry,  1;  landscaping,  10;  and  room  improvement,  4. 
In  1931-32,  9  new  members  were  added,  and  one  was  lost  from  the  first  year's 
enrollment.   Eleven  new  memliers  were  added  in  1932-33,  and  2  mem"bers  were 
lost  from  the  first  year's  enrollment.   In  1933-34,  17  nemters  were  enrolled, 
which  shows  that  out  of  the  first  year's  enrollment  27  out  of  29  are  members 
at  the  end  of  4  years.   One  of  these  v/ent  away  to  school,  and  the  other  to 
Indiana  to  manage  his  grandfather's  farm. 

Eive  of  these  young  men  selected  their  wives  from  this  first-year 
group;  3  "boys  and  4  girls  of  this  first  group  selected  their  mates  outside 
the  Utopia  Club  group. 

The  projects  nov/  carried  "by  this  group  are:   Canning,  14;  to"bacco,  6; 
farm- accounts ,  5;  dairy,  3;  small  fruits,  5;  poultry,  4;  room  improvement,  2; 
landscaping,  20;  and  clothing  "budget,  3.   (For  further  information  on  out- 
standing projects  among  Utopia  Clu"b  mem'bers  of  Boone  County,  see  the  1934 
annual  narrative  report  of  H.  R.  Forkner,  county  agent,  Burlington,  Ky.). 

Mr.  Forkner  "believes  that  projects  are  necessary  to  keep  up  the  in- 
terest of  the  group,  and,  further,  a  full  year's  program  should  "be  planned 
in  advance,  with  project  groups  in  charge. 

Projects  carried  in  the  State  Utopia  Clu"b  in  1934  were  as  follows: 
Landscaping,  farm  accounts,  clothing  budget,  engineering,  to"bacco,  lam"b , 
room  improvement,  poultry,  "ba"by  "beef,  dairy,  canning,  small  fruits,  swine, 
and  lespedeza.

Train  members  in  "oarliamentary  law. 
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The  agent  has  attended  meetings  of  older  youth  in  eight  counties, 
giving  talks  on  Books,  .Leadership ,  and  Program  Planning.   She  has  also 
assisted  with  r  ecreational  meetings  and  "banquet  programs. 

The  older  youth  groups  are  made  up  almost  entirely  of  girls  and 
boys  who  have  "been  friends  for  years  through  4-H  club  work.   They  travel 
at  their  own  expense  from  one  county  to  another  to  he  together  and  help 
other  councils  to  make  a  success  of  their  programs. 

They  are  holding  many  recreational  affairs  apart  from  their  monthly 
educational  meetings.   Such  wholesome  parties  and  dances,  open  to  all  mem- 
bers and  leaders,  are  meeting  a  definite  need  in  the  lives  of  this  age 
group.   The  youth  leaders  are  most  earnest  in  their  desire  to  train  them- 
selves for  better  service  --  to  seek  counsel  from  county,  State,  and 
national  extension  workers.  .  .   : 

A  western-shore  older-youth  council  was  held  this  fall  for  the  pur- 
pose of  considering  the  need  for  greater  activity  on  the  part  of  council 
members  toward  organizing  and  leading  clubs. 

A  full  report  of  the  older-youth, conference  held  at  Club  Week  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  E.  G.  Jenkins,  boys'  club  agent. 

The  next  step' for  these  council  groups  may  possibly  be  a  study  of 
the  technic  of  group  discussion.   The  members  desire  to  discuss  the  ques- 
tions presented  in  Mr.  Merritt's  paper,  Extension  Work  with  Older  Boys  and 
Girls,  but  at  present  they  are  somewhat  embarrassed  to  know  how  to  begin. 

We  are  encouraging  older  girls  to  join  homem'akers'  clubs  in  their 
community.   The  adults  welcome  them  and  willingly  give  them  responsibili- 
ties, so  that  they  may  realize  th^t  their  contribution  is  needed. 

The  Allegany  Senior  Council  sent  an  older  girl  to  the  Rural  Women's 
Short  Course.   There  were  members  from,  several  of  the  other  councils  who 
attended  at  their  own  expense. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  girls  attend  the  subject-matter  schools  in 
foods,  clothing,  and  room  furnishing  conducted  by  the  State  specialists  in 
the  counties. 

Bulletin  72,  Building  the  Puture  of  Maryland  Through  4-H  Club  Work,

The  Alumni  4-H  Club 

The  Alumni  4-H  club  of  Howard  County,  now  known  as  the  "County 
Council",  with  an  enrollment  of  40,  was  organized  in  cooperation  with  the 
county  agent,  J.  ¥.  Magruder,  2  years  ago..  The  organization  was  developed 
as  a  result  of  the  desire  'of  the  extension  agents  and  the  young  people 
themselves  for  an  organization  which  would  meet  the  need  of  those  young 
people  who  were  not  actively 'engaged  in  club  work.   They  were  either  above 
club  age  or  had  not  had  an  opportunity  to  affiliate  with:  local  club  groups 
during  their  younger  club  years.   The 'ages  of  this  group  vary  from  18  to 
28.   There  was  a  need  to  plan  some  means  to  bridge  the  gap  between  junior 
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and  adult  extension  groups,  as  vT-ell  p.s  to  develop  those  older  groups  who 
had  had,  in  many  cases,  training  in  cIuId  work  over  a  period  of  years  as 
local  cluh  leaders  of  the  younger  group.

The  4-H  Senior  Council  organized  in  1933  has  completed  a  most  suc- 
cessful year.   Its  memhership  is  composed^  of  young  men  and  yo'ong  women  who 
once  were  active  4-H  memhers.   This  organization  has  met  every  month  during 
the  past  year,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  its  greatest  accomplish- 
ment has  been  a  closer  cooperation  "between  hoys'  and  girls'  4-H  cluh  v/ork 
in  this  county.   It  has  also  widened  its  scope,  "by  monthly  visits  which 
were  made  to  at  least  six  western-shore  counties.

Tor  the  past  year,  the 
Senior  Council  has  sponsored  the  larger  4-H  clu"b  activities,  which  included 
the  ejinual  4-H  athletic  night,  the  annual  banquet,  a.  4-H  congress,  and  a 
4-county  meeting  during  the  Christmas  holidays  of  last  year,  at  which  mem- 
bers enjoyed  a  social  evening  and  had  a  chance  to  become  better  acquainted.

MASSACHUSETTS 
State  club  leader 

Work  with  Older  4-H  Members 

Activities  of  and  for  older  4-H  club  members  in  Massachusetts  are 
of  three  types:   State,  county,  and  community.  Each  type  is  carried  on  more 
or  less  independently,  yet  like  all  extension  activities  is  a  cooperative 
effort.  All  have  the  same  general  goal,  that  of  main-aJning  the  interest 
of  older  girls  and  boys,  giving  them  a  broader  training  in  agriculture, 
homemaking,  and  citizenship,  and  the  building  up  of  a  group  of  trained  and 
inspired  potential  leaders  —  leaders  not  only  for  4-H  club  work  but  for 
the  rural  community. 

State  activities  are  centered  in  the  State  camp.  A  few  years  ago 
this  camp  was  in  reality  an  outing  for  State  and  county  champions  in  the 
various  4-H  club  projects.   The  age  limit  was  10  to  21. 

During  the  past  several  years,  however,  the  camp  has  been  changed 
into  a  leadership  camp.  The  ^e  limit  has  been  raised  to  16,  and  members 
are  no  longer  champions,  but  are  delegates.  A  State  delegate  is  selected 
in  each  of  the  main  4-H  club  projects,  but  these  delegates  are  selected  ^ 
largely  on  the  basis  of  their  leadership  ability.  Each  county  is  allowed 
to  send  6  or  7  delegates,  and  these  also  are  selected  mainly  on  the  basis 
of  their  potential  leadership.   This  makes  the  membership  of  the  camp 
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approximately  120. 

A  State  organization  of  mem'bers  and  former  members,  known  as  the 
"All  Stars",  has  as  its  purpose  the  maintaining  of  interest  in  cluh  work 
and  assisting  wherever  possible  the  State  program.   This  group  originally 
limited  its  membership  to  those  between  the  ages  of  19  and  30  years,. 'but 
now  those  30  years  old  are  so  interested  in  the  work  that  they  wish  to  re- 
main, and  are  endeavoring  to  raise  the  age  limit.   These  members  meet  twice 
a  year  at  the  college.   They  have  social  programs,  and  talk  over  the  gener- 
al 4-H  club  problems,  endeavoring  to  offer  helpful  suggestions  for  the  use 
of  the  State  leaders.   The  membership  is  around  70. 

f  County  Work 

Coiinty  efforts  for  older  club  members  are  centered  largely  in  what 
■we  in  Massachusetts  generally  call  "Service  Clubs."   These  service  clubs 
have  different  types  of  organization.   Some  limit  the  membership  to  active 
club  members  between  the  ages  of  15  to  21.   Others  include  active  and 
former  members,  with  no  top  age  limit.   In  several  counties  the  age  limit 
stops  at  21,  and  there  is  an  alximni  association  of  former  club  members. 

The  purpose  of  all  those  county  organizations  is  to  stimulate  lead- 
ership for  service  to  the  4-H  club  work  of  the  county  and  the  communities. 
The  members  aid  county  club  agents  with  fairs,  rallies,  picnics,  and  other 
county  programs.   They  also  organize  and  plan  community  services  at  Christ- 
mas and  other  times. 

Community  Activities 

Community  work  for  older  club  members  is  of  course  organized  through 
the  efforts  of  the  county  club  agents.   The  clubs  are  organized  for  older 
girls  or  for  older  boys.   In  some  instances,  the  membership  is  mixed.   Such 
clubs  usually  are  for  those  15  or  16  years  of  age  and  over,  and  the  member- 
ship is  usually  from  10  to  20  in  a  group. 

Those  clubs  are  quite  varied.   One  group  of  junior  homemakers,  with 
12  in  the  group,  4  of  whom  have  all  the  responsibilities  and  the  others  a 
large  part  of  the  responsibilities  in  the  home,  are  devoting  their  time  to 
a  study  of  home  problems  -  food,  clothing,  and  home  management.   They  have, 
of  course,  some  social  activities  in  addition.

Older  Girls'  Work 

Each  county  has  made  a  special  effort  this  past  year  to  hold  the 
interest  of  older  girls  in  4-H  club  work.   In  all  instances,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  work  out  a  separate  project  for  each  group  along  the  lines 
of  the  girls'  interests.  :  ■ 

The  following  report  includes  some  of  the  programs  which  were  car- 
ried on  by  older  groups  this  year.  Most  of  the  programs  seem  to  be  based 
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on  some  form  of  personal  improvement.   In  visiting  9  of  these  groups  once 
during  the  year,  it  was  quite  apparent  that  the  girls  were  very  much  inter- 
ested in  getting  together  and  talking  over  their  problems  and  in  finding 
possible  solution  for  them. 

Older  Girls'  Meeting  in  Massachusetts 

This  year  the  interest  of  girls  over  14  in  4-H  club  work  seems  to  be 
on  the  increase.   In  practically  all  the  counties  groups  have  been  organized, 
and  special  programs  to  meet  the  interest  of  the  girls  have  been  worked  out 
by  them.  Many  of  these  groups  are  being  led  by  the  club  agent.   Meetings  are 
usually  held  in  the  early  evening.

Five  groups  in  this  county  are  led  by  Miss  Clogston.  Each  group 
makes  up  its  own  program  and  goals.   The  general  theme  is  Charm,  and  the  sub- 
jects cover  the  subtopics.  Charm  of  Dress,  Charm  of  Good  Grooming,  Charm  of 
Friendliness,  Charm  of  Gracious  Conversation,  Charm  of  Courtesy.   The  enroll- 
ment is  55.

County  4-H  Service  Club 

The  Gogebic  County  4-H  Service  Club  has  been  organized  and  actively 
functioning  for  the  past  7  years.   It  is  composed  of  local  leaders  and  out- 
standing club  members  who  are  unanimously  elected  to  membership  upon  sugges- 
tion of  the  membership  committee.   The  club  has  a  constitution  and  bylaws, 
with  officers  elected  annually.   There  have  been  30  active  members  during 
the  past  year,   A  yearly  program  is  planned  and  is  in'  charge  of  various 
club  members. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  this  organization  are  much  like  training 
classes,  since  every  member  is  a  leader  or  assistant  leader  in  his  own  com- 
munity, and  many  problems  are  discussed  at  each  meeting.   Recreation,  music, 
educational  tours,  problems  of  club  and  social  nature,  picnics,  and  assist-, 
ing  at  county  fair  and  at  4-H  fall  exhibit  were  all  features  of  the  year's 
activities. 

The  Service  Club  has  a  very  important  place  in  the  county  program. 
It  is  composed  entirely  of  older  club  members  and  local  leaders,  and  serves 
to  keep  them  interested  and  active  in  club  work.   It  serves  as  a  social, 
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recreational,  and  educational  group  for  these  older  club  raemhers.  Summer 
leadership  is  entirely  dependent  upon  this  group,  since  95  percent  of  the 
adults  speak  a  foreign  language,  and  the  rural  teachers  are  not  available 
at  that  time. 

The  club  assisted  very  materially  with  the  county  fair,  since  only 
Service  Club  members  were  hired  as  superintendents  and  secretaries  of  vari- 
ous divisions.   The  Service  Club  had  a  booth  where  they  sold  refreshments 
and  cleared  $24.   This  interested  more  members  in  attending,  because  they 
felt  that  they  were  a  definite  part  of  the  fair.

Rural  Young  People's  Organization 

Seven  meetings  of  our  Rural  Young  People's  organization  have  been 
held  throughout  the  year. 

From  December  report 

Two  meetings  of  the  Farm  Young  People's  organization  were  held  dur- 
ing the  month.   These  programs  were  published  in  the  newspapers.   The  parents 
of  the  young  people  were  invited  to  the  first  meeting  held  in  the  month;  it 
was  attended  by  about  250  altogether.   The  second  meeting  was  a  Christmas 
party,  and  attended  by  about  85  people.   At  this  meeting  the  young  people 
held  a-caucus  to  select  candidates  to  attend  the  Farmers'  and  Homemakers' 
Short  Course.   They  elected  two  of  the  most  outstanding  members  for  the 
honor  from  the  standpoint  of  community  service.   They  will  be  paid  5  dollars 
by  the  farm  bureau  for  their  expenses  and  the  young  people's  organization 
will  raise  as  much  more.   The  young  people  had  a  good  time  selecting  these 
representatives.   The  virtues  and  accomplishments  of  all  the  candidates  were 
strongly  set  forth  by  their  nominators.   Needless  to  say,  the  young  people 
had  a  fine  time  at  both  these  meetings. 

May  meeting 

At  the  May  meeting  we  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  with  us  J.  S. 
Jones,  secretary  of  the  Minnesota  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  who  talked  on 
Farm  Bureau  Insurance;  Mr.  Mereness,  of  the  Farm  Bureau  Federati'on;  and 
Mrs.  Sewell,  chairman  of  the  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  who  talked 
on  Woman's  Place  in  Organized  Agriculture.   At  another  of  our  meetings 
Representative  C.  A.  Halverson  talked  on  Cooperative  Oil  and  Gas  Stations, 

From  October  report 

The  agent  was  one  of  the  committee  of  extension  workers  at  the 
county  agent's  conference ■ called  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  assistance 
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from  the  extension  department  in  holding  monthly  meetings  in  seven  counties, 
including  Cottonwood,  for  the  benefit  of  the  rural  young  people.   This  was 
secured.   Mrs.  Belle  0.  Fish  will  attend  three  meetings  and  discuss  social 
relationships  with  our  young  people.   Mrs.  Fish  will  alternate  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  farm-economics  department  who  will  outline  a  course  on  Farm 
and  Home  Business. 

Since  the  above  meeting  the  officers  of  the  young  people's  organiza- 
tion mentioned  above,  with  the  assistance  of  the  county  agent,  have  outlined 
a  program  of  six  meetings  for  the  coming  6  months. 

During  the  last  week  in  October  the  agent  was  successful  in  obtain- 
ing 2  of  the  6  teachers  who  are  going  to  work  in  the  county  to  conduct  adult 
educational  classes.   One  of  these  is  a  graduate  engineer,  a  very  capable 
young  man  who  has  had  a  successful  experience  working  with  young  people. 
The.  other  is  our  part-time  4-H  club  leader,  who  is  a  teacher  and  college 
graduate,  and  who  has  been  in  our  county  4  years  as  club  leader. 

These  two  people  will  conduct  classes  for  rural  young  people  each 
evening  five  nights  a  week.   The  meeting  will  be  held  at  the  following 
places:   Rosehill,  Highwater,  Lelton  Lakeside,  and  Mountain  Lake.   Their 
work  will  supplement  the  work  of  Mrs.  Fish  and  the  farm  accounting  instruc- 
tor. 

Boys  and  girls  will  meet  together  for  recreation  and  then  separate 
for  instruction.   In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  subjects,  they  will 
be  instructed  in  farm  repairing,  tool  work,  carpentry,  windbreak  planting, 
and  hygiene  for  the  boys,  and  home  economics,  budgeting,  and  handicraft 
for  the  girls. 

During  the  month  of  November  this  work  has  been  organized  and  is 
now  under  way.  Below  is  the  next  program  of  the  young  people ' s  meeting  at 
Jeffers  on  the  11th  of  December.   Following  that  is  the  extension  division 
part  of  the  program  for  the  next  five  meetings.   The  agent  and  Miss  Hanson 
assisted  the  young  people  in  outlining  their  part  of  the  programs. 

These  meetings  are  attended  by  the  finest  young  people  in  the  county. 
We  are  striving  to  double  the  attendance  during  the  year.   These  meetings 
give  them  a  place  to  go,  something  to  do,  a  chance  to  get  acquainted  and 
to  express  themselves.   We  are  trying  to  develop  social  responsibility  and 
the  cooperative  spirit  in  these  young  people,  and  we  believe  we  are  succeed- 
ing. We  lack  experience  in  dealing  with  them.   We  need  more  program  mater- 
ial and  time  in  which  to  work  out  courses  suited  to  their  needs.   Here  is  a 
great  opportunity  knocking  at  the  door  of  our  extension  service.

(2)  Apparent  trends 

At  the  close  of  the  first  year,  four  definite  trends  seemed  to  be 
apparent ,  as  follows : 

a.  The  agents  were  unable  to  give  the  amount  of  time  needed  in  con- 
ducting the  follow-up  work  on  the  individual  projects  as  they  were  organized; 
however,  in  the  main,  the  project  work  was. a  success. 

b.  The  members  desired  more  group  work,  both  in  study  program  and 
in  social  and  recreational  activities,  than  had  been  provided  during  the 
first  year. 

c.  These  young  people  seemed  to  need  more  basic  background  train- 
ing in  order  to  secure  vision,  to  lead  their  own  activities,  and  to  project 
their  own  ideas  into  plans  for  the  group. 

d.  The  community  as  a  natural  grouping  basis  was  preferred  over  the 
artificial  county  unit. 

(3)  Brief  report  by  counties 

Cass  County. -The  Pioneer  Club  was  organized  in  the  Everett  community 
of  Cass  County  in  1933,  with  the  boys  carrying  out  a  farm-record-keeping 
project  under  the  local  leadership  of  a  sponsor,  and  the  girls  working  on 
individual  projects. 
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In  1934,  the  whole  group  of  28  memlDers  met  quarterly  and,  in  addi- 
tion, the  young  women  met  monthly  at  the  community  center  as  a  clothing- 
project  group  under  the  direction  of  the  home  demonstration  agent. 

St.  Louis  County. -St.  Louis  County  has  three  "affiliated  farm- 
"bureau  clu"bs"  with  a  total  memhership  of  365  persons,  ranging  in  age  from 
21  to  35  years. 

These  clubs  a.re  meeting  on  one  night  each  \Teek  to  study  dramatics, 
chorus  work,  orchestra,  English,  and  puhlic  speaking,  under  instructors 
secured  from  the  Adult-Education  Service  of  the,  State. 

After  the  regular  business  meetings  are  held,  each  group  usually 
has  a  dance,  takes  part  in  games,  and  has  a  lunch  or  party. 

Each  group  also  has  taken  part  in  a  feature  program.   The  south 
group  held  a  minstrel  show,'  and  from  the  .proceeds  purchased  hasket-'ball 
equipment.   The  north  group  held  a  Halloween  costume  party,  which  was  fol- 
lowed "by  a  luncheon  and  danc-e.   The  west  group  had  a  Halloween  party. 

An  intercluh  haskefball  tournament  will  be  held  later  in  the  year. 
Tentative  plans  have  been  made  for  an'  agricultural  specialist  to 
present  a  series  of  programs  later. 

Nodaway  County. -The  Noda.way  County  clubs  carried  out  individual 
farm  and  home  projects. 

A  rural  institute  for  young  men  and  young  v/omen  is  being  tried  out 
experimentally  this  year  in  each  of  two  counties,  with  the  hope  that  it 
will  be  the  means  of  providing  a  background  of  training  which  will  enable 
these  young  people  to  project  their  own  ideas  and  needs  into  planned  pro- 
grams, and  thus  require  but  little  follow-up  work  by  agents,  as  follows: 

a.   Jackson  County. -During  the  year  all  members  took  an  active 
part  in  educational  tours  and  in  county-wide  meetings  for  the  group,  and 
helped  to  conduct  a  4-day  and  -night  tennis  and  croquet  tournaraent  as  a 
climax  to  their  summer's  recreational  program.   A  small  admission  charge 
was  made  which  was  used  for  rewards  in  the  tournaraent  and  to  support  the 
county  4-H  club  fair. 

A  rural  institute,  consisting  of  six  all-day  monthly  meetings  is 
being  conducted  with  the  following  program:

To  be  followed 
by  Farm  Management,  by  Diller  C.  Wood,  Agricultural'  Econ- 
omist; and  Home  Management,  by  Miss  Fra  Clark,  Homo  Econo- 
mist, Agricultural  Extension  Service  -  last  two  institutes.

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b,.. -Pettis  County. -A  rural  institute  is  being  conducted  in  Fettis

4-H  Builders 

"4-K  Builders"  is  a  general  term  used  to  describe  all  groups  of 
young  men  and  women  above  the  age  of  16,  who  are  organized  along  the  gen- 
eral plan  set  forth  in  the  circular  The  Montana  4-H  Builders.   Each  group 
selects  its  own  special  name. 

The  Builders'  program  consists  of  four  phases: 

(1)  A  personal  improvement  (economic  or  social)  for  each  member. 

(2)  Group-discussion  (general  educational)  program  for  the  club. 

(3)  Social  and  recreational  program  for  the  club  and  community. 

(4)  Community  service  project  for  the  club. 

Because  of  the  increased  emergency  program  of  the  county  extension 
agent,  not  as  much  was  done  on  the  4-H  Builders'  work  as  was  contemplated. 
Builder  groups  were  organized  this  year  in  Lake,  Wibaux,  Gallatin,  and 
Roosevelt  Counties.   Some  interesting  developments  have  taken  place  how- 
ever. 

In  some  coiinties  like  Gallatin  and  McCone,  members  of  the  Builders' 
group  carried  on  home-improvement  projects;  particularly  was  this  true  of 
young  men  and  young  women  who  did  not  have  a  local  club  to  which  they 
might  belong.   In  Dawson  County  many  older  4-H  club  members  attend  the 
county  high  school  and  are  away  from  home  a  considerable  length  of  time. 
The  agents  have  organized  this  group,  and  they  have  regular  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year.   This  group  conducted  a  refreshment  stand  at  the  county  club 
picnic  and  at  the  county  club  fair.   The  receipts  from  this  were  used  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  leader  delegates  to  the  State  club  convention.   Some 
of  their  meetings  this  year  wore  social;  others  dealt  with  demonstrations 
and  discussions  regarding  things  they  were  interested  in.   They  contributed

a  demonstration  on  "how  to  conduct  a  clut)  meeting"  at  the  spring  meeting  of 
the  county  club  council.   The  girl  members  of  the  Builders'  club  took  as 
their  theme,  for  meeting  discussion  and  demonstration,  The  Art  of  Being  a 
Good  Hostess. 

The  young  men  of  the  Fergus  County  Builders  are  carrying  on  most  of 
the  work  on  certified  and  registered  seed.   In  addition,  15  of  them  planted 
small  acreages  of  crested  wheatgrass,  ryegrass,  and  tall  oatgrass,  as  a 
demonstration  of  suitable  grass  for  permanent  pasture  and  hay.   This  project 
was  in  cooperation  with  the  extension  agent  and  the  forestry  service.   This 
study  of  range  rehabilitation  has  proved  satisfactory,  interesting,  and  help- 
ful to  the  young  men. 

During  the  year  the  State  club  office  prepared  a  mimeographed  circu- 
lar entitled  "The  Montana  4-H  Builders",  a  program  for  rural  young  men  and 
women.   This  circular  provided  for  the  organization  of  a  group  of  rural 
youth  above  the  age  of  16.  Each  member  carried  on  a  personal-development 
project  which  might  be  either  economic  or  social.   The  groups  hold  regular 
meetings  with  discussion  programs  together  with  a  short  recreational  program. 
The  group  also  develops  a  community- service  project.   In  the  circular  is 
found  a  suggestive  constitution  and  bylaws,  as  well  as  a  year's  program, 
built  around  the  theme  of  Successful  Farm  and  Home  Life,  and  a  recreational 
program  for  a  year.   The  organization  described  in  this  circular  makes  use 
of  most  of  the  accepted  principles  for  organization  involving  young  men  and 
young  women.   There  is  some  difference  of  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
individual  should  carry  a  project.   The  practical  application  of  this  prin- 
ciple is  affected  by  many  factors,  chief  of  which  is  whether  or  not  the 
member  has  been  a  4-H  club  member.   If  he  has,  he  understands  and  appreci- 
ates the  opportunity  of  carrying  a  project.  IIThethar  or  not  young  married 
people  should  be  included  in  the  group,  and  who  shall  advise  and  counsel 
with  the  club  —  in  other  words,  shall  there  be  advisers  or  leaders,  and 
shall  provision  be  made  for  associate  membership  -  are  just  a  few  of  the 
problems  from  the  organization  standpoint.   No  standard  solution  perhaps 
should  be  made  for  the  foregoing  problems,  but  the  plan  provides  the 
machinery  whereby  the  group  may  express  its  own  desires,  and  develop  a  pro- 
gram which  seems  most  satisfying  to  them,  and  which  is  worthy  of  the  time 
and  attention  of  the  representatives  of  the  extension  service.

4-H  Youth  Extension  Program 

The  fourth  major  development  during  the  year  consisted  of  combining 
all  our  previous  programs  for  senior  4-H  members  into  one  program  called 
the  "4-H  Youth  Extension  Program."   For  a  number  of  years  we  have  been 
adding  special  projects  and  programs  for  senior  members.   One  was  called 
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the  "Young  Farmers'  Program";  another  the  "Junior  Leadership  Project"; 
and  a  third  started  under  the  genera],  title  of  "Senior  Memhers '  Program." 
This  resulted  in  having  different  c.-qDes  of  organization  of  senior  memhers. 
They  were  unrelated  in  the  different  counties  and  lacked  a  -uniform  ohjec- 
tive,  organization,  and  program. 

Following  the  discussions  at  the  National  4-H  Camp  at  Washington, 
the  State  cluh  leader  began  to  out'-ine  a,  pirn  to  organize  a  program  which 
could  be  endorsed  by  any  of  these-  different  groups  which  had  previously 
been  formed.   An  effort  was  made,  also,  to  have  the  ney/  program  embody  the 
best  plans  and  programs  developed  up  to  this  time  by  other  States  having 
similar  youth  extension  progr,aras. 

'  The  trends  of  the  past  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  seem  to  favor 
a  youth  extension  program  as  the  senior  division  of  4-H  club  work. 

Our  present  program  for  1935  was  first  prepared  in  trial  form  in 
the  fall  of  1934  as  a  proposed  program  for  rural  young  people.   The  idea 
appealed  to  the  young  people  from  the  beginning.   It  was-  soon  necessary  to 
prepare  a  more  complete  circular  which  the  officers  and  advisers  could  use 
as  a  guide  in  developing  an  organization  and  in  planning  programs.   This 
was  prepared  with  the  title  "A  Guidebook  for  Officers  and  Advisers  of  4-H 
Youth  Extension  Clubs." 

All  groups  of  young  people  to  whom  t.ie  plan  has  been  explained  so 
far  agree  that  they  like  the  objectives  and  plan  of  it.   A  number  of  groups 
have  already  organized,  and  several  more  are  getting  ready  to  organize.   The 
greatest  difficulty  anticipated  fron  our  experience  so  far  is  to  get  suit- 
able adults  for  group  advisers.   The  success  of  this  kind  of  a  program  de- 
pends upon  adequate  leadership  more  than  it  does  upon  a  plan  of  organization 
and  program.   There  are  apparently  plenty  of  young  people  who  are  or  will 
be  interested  in  this  program,  but  the  number  of  groups  must  be  limited 
according  to  the  leadership  available.

Senior  Girls'  Club 


The  club  program  in  Allegany  County  has  always  been  planned  to  keep 
club  members  in  contact  with  the  extension  system  over  as  long  a  period  of 
years  as  possible.   Realizing  that  many  girls  who  are  interested  in  exten- 
sion work  are  no  longer  able  to  carry  on  sT^ccessful  projects,  because  of 
outside  activities,  a  senior  girls'  program  was  thought  desirable.   A  group 
of  girls  who  have  been  active  club  members  i^et  at  the  agent's  office  at 
Belmont,  in  conference  with  the  home  demonstration  agent  and  one  of  the 
assistant  State  leaders,  to  discuss  the  organization  of  such  a  senior  group. 
The  girls  expressed  their  interest  in  several  phases  of  work,  including 
vocational  guidance,  clothing,  entertaining,  personal  appearance,  and  groom- 
ing.  As  a  result  of  this  meeting,  all  girls  over  15  years  of  age  who  have 
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"been  active  memlDers  were  invited  to  an  organization  meeting  at  Friendship. 
The  meeting  v/as  attended  "by  atout  40  girls,  who  organized  and  elected 
Marion  Smith  of  Fillmore  president.   Mrs.  Ruth  Bqnnett  White,  State  foods 
and  nutrition  specialist,  interested  the  girls  in  "making  the  most  of  your 
personality."   The  girls  met  again  a  few  weeks  later  at  Cuba,  and  heard 
Dr.  Margaret  Wylie,  child  development  specialist,  discuss  Getting  Along 
with  Others.   A  senior  girls'  camp  was  then  planned,  and  was  attended  hy 
27  girls  who  planned  their  own  menus,  bringing  their  food  supplies  to  camp 
with  them.   Miss  Jane  Barker,  home  demonstration  agent,  gave  a  few  demon- 
strations in  crafts  work,  and  Miss  Catherine  Songster  directed  games. 
Meetings  were  discontinued  during  the  summer  months,  hut  were  started  again 
in  the  fall,  when  Miss  Margaret  Morehouse,  clothing  specialist,  discussed 
with  the  girls  How  To  Be  Well  Groomed.   A  meeting  followed  a  few  weeks  later, 
when  Mrs.  Roman  met  with  a  group  at  Wellsville,  discussing  with  them  various 
ways  of  improving  their  rooms  and  personal  equipment.

Progressive  Club 

In  many  cases  the  present  community  organizations  and  institutions 
do  not  provide  a  satisfactory  outlet  for  study,  social  expression,  or 
service.   As  a  result  there  are  springing  up  youth  groups  with  their  own 
programs.   An  example  of  this  is  the  Progressive  Club  of  Sycamore  Township, 
Hamilton  County,  with  this  program  indicated  in  the  1934  annual  report  of 
county  Agent  Carl  Bibbee. 

The  Progressive  Club  organized  in  the  fall  of  1932  has  been  quite 
active  during  the  past  year.   Membership  in  this  club  is  limited  to  4-H 
club  members  or  former  club  members  who  are  at  least  18  years  of  age  and 
who  have  completed  4  years  of  club  work.   The  present  membership  consists 
of  23  girls  and  15  boys.   Their  project  is  Know  Ohio.   They  have  given  the 
following  added  interpretation  of  the  meaning  of  the  4-H's: 

"1.   Head  or  study. 

a.  Laws  of  Ohio. 

b.  Study  of  mounds. 

c.  Debates. 

d.  Relief  mounds  (display  at  coiJJity  and  State  fair)  .

Rural  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Organization 

The  first  meeting  of  rural  young  men  and  young  women  was  held  in 
July.   Only  23  attended  the  first  meeting.   Very  few,  if  any,  of  this  group 
knew  just  what  they  wa,nted  to  do  for  the  coming  winter  in  the  way  of  self- 
improvement.   A  numher  of  possible  activities  were  suggested,  but  nothing 
definite  was  decided  upon.   A  temporary  committee  was  elected  to  meet  with 
the  agents  and  attempt  to  work  out  some  t--pe  of  program  for  the  winter. 

Again,  in  October,  35  of  the  young  folks  met  and  organized  a  study 
course.   Several  committee  meetings,  were  held,  and  plans  for  a  study  course 
in  recreation  and  civics  were  voted  upon. 

The  f  ;irst  meeting  in  the  study  of  recreation  was  held  at  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  Norwalk,  with  54  members  present.   The  purpose  and 
place  for  recreation  was  discussed,  along  with  demonstrations  of  games  for 
various  occasions.   The  entire  group  seemed  to  enjoy  the  program. 

The  fourth  meeting  of  the  Rural  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Organ- 
ization was  held  at  the  courthouse  for  the  first  lesson  on  the  study  of 
local  government  and  schools.  .Mr.  Ballard,  assistant  county-school  super- 
intendent, led  the  discussion.   There  .rere  26  members  present.   A  true- 
false  test  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  lesson  showed  the  need  for  such 
a  course  and  stimulated  an  interest  in  it. 

Plans  are  completed  for  continuing  this  course,  which  will  include, 
in  addition  to  the  ri:,'st  lesson: 

a.  Study  of  county  government,  the  officers,  their  term  of  office, 

and  a  brief  study  of  the  duties  for  each  office,  by  E.  A. 
Bell,  county-school  superintendent. 

b.  Stud:y  .^.^  the  duties  of  the  county  auditor,  by  A.  S.  Vail,  county 

aua  i\  or. 

c.  A  ax3cussion  on  county  elections,  by  the  secretary  of  the  county 

election  board;  also  O-ar  Responsibility  to  the  Election  System, 
by  Mr.  Templer,  superintendent  of  the  Greenwich  schools. 

d.  A  study  of  judicial  government,  by  Common  Pleas  Judge  Irving 

Carpenter. 
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These  meetings  will  he  supplemented  hy  a  series  of  study  and  demonstration 
meetings  in  recreation  hy  R.  3.  Tom. 

A  mimeographed  pamphlet  on  local,  county,  a,nd  State  government,  pre- 
pared hy  the  county  siiperintendent  of  schools,  E.  A.  Bell,  has  "been  furnished 
to  e.ach  member  attending  the  course.

Senior  4-H  Members 

A  number  of  years  ago  some  of  our  oldest  4-H  members,  because  of  a 
common  interest,  met  together  several  times,  and  finally  developed  an  organ- 
ization known  as  the  "Leadership  Club."   Its  function  was  to  study  leader- 
ship and  then  to  put  it  into  practice  in  local  communities.   The  feeling 
was  to  either  develop  leaders  or  assist  in  procuring  leaders  for  local  clubs. 

They  have  got  away  from  this  aim  today.   Their  interests  are  varied: 

1.  Social, -In  planning  their  program  they  have  included  various 

meetings  or  parts  of  meetings  as  strictly  social.   Flay 
parties,  dancing,  and  refreshments  are  a  part  of  their 
activities,   A  tricounty  senior  club  group  has  been  meet- 
ing several  times  in  the  pa,st  year,  purely  for  recreational 
purposes.   These  meetings  have  been  v/ell  attended  and  proved 
worth  while , 

2.  Educational. -During  the  past  year  a  coiirse  in  recreation  was 

taken  up  under  the  leadership  of  Bruce  Tom  of  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity.  The  club  has  hopes  of  continuing  this  study  this 
year  and  putting  into  practice  these  things  in  the  local  clubs. 
The  club  is  also  contemplating  a  study  of  "everyday  manners." 
They  are  planning  to  work  this  out  in  a  study  group  and  in 
practice . 

3.  Community  betterment. -Frojects  for  community  betterment  have 

been  carried  out  each  year.   This  past  year  a  second  coat  of 
paint  was  applied  to  the  4— H  exhibition  barn  at  thn  county 
fair.   Sand  was  put  in  the  stables  for  filling.   The  club  has 
assumed  these  responsibilities  faithfully.. 

4.  Counselors .-The  members  have  acted  as  counselors  in  helping  to 

prepare  programs  of  the  county  club  v/orkc   They  assisted  in 
planning  the  achievement-day  program.   They  appointed  a  Junior- 
fair  board,  mostly  from  their  own  members.   This  board  had 
charge  of  all  exhibits  at  the  fair. 
The  age  of  this  group  has  decreased  in  the  past  fevi'  years.   It  is 
organized  on  a  county-wide  basis.   There  are  great  possibilities  in  this 
group.   Their  energy  and  thinking  needs  directing  and  guiding.   This  group 
is  just  like  lots  of  such  rural  groups  springing  up  all.  over  the  county.

Senior  Group 

In  1929,  4  "boys  and  4  girls  met  with  C.  C.  Lang,  State  district  club 
adviser,  and  the  county  clu"b  agent,  and  made  plans  for  organizing  a  senior 
group.   Several  months  later  the  group  was  organized  with  45  members. 

This  county-wide  organization  of  older  "boys  and  girls  was  formed  with 
the  idea  of  giving  help  to  those  who  are  passing  out  of  the  club-age  group 
and  are  not  yet  definitely  linked  up  with  the  adult  program. 

The  organization  meets  once  a  month  for  recreation  and  discussion. 
The  first  half  hour  is  given  over  to  fun  or  the  social  period,  then  a  short 
business  meeting  followed  by  the  discussion. 

The  organization  has  a  president,  or  chairman,  and  a  secretary 
elected  by  t"ne  members  to  serve  one  year;  a  publicity  committee  to  get  out 
notices  of  meetings  and  give  reports  to  the  newspapers;  a  long-time  program 
committee,  whose  duty  it  is  to  study  the  needs  and  wants  of  the  group  and 
to  plan  the  year's  program;  and  a  recreation  leader  for  the  year  who  selects 
two  different  members  for  each  meeting  to- help  her  plan  the  social  period. 
A  library  committee  and  membership  committee  have  also  been  appointed. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Group  are  responsible  for  their  own  program. 
However,  the  county  club  agent  helps  them.   They  have  a  membership  committee, 
on  which  they  have  a  representative  from  each  community  who  is  expected  to 
look  after  enrollments  in  his  or  her  locality. 

As  stated  in  their  constitution  and  bylaws,  article  II,  "The  purpose 
of  this  club  is  for  the  general  cultural  and  civic  improvement  of  its  members, 
and  to  help  to  promote  and  maintain  4-H  clubs  in  the  county." 

Article  III.  "Any  rural  boy  or  girl,  17  years  of  age  or  over,  who  is 
interested  in  helping  to  carry  out  the  purpose  and  aims  of  the  club  is  eli- 
gible for  membership."  In  1934  there  were  120  members.  The  group  voted  to 
have  dues  of  25  cents  a  year. 

Some  of  the  activities  that  the  group  has  taken  up  for  study  and  dis- 
cussion during  the  last  4  years  are:   Vocations,  dramatics,  and  leadership 
training.   Other  subjects  discussed  at  their  meetings  include  etiquette, 
hobbies,  parliamentary  procedure,  current  events,  book  reviews,  and  person- 
ality.  On  the  last  named  they  made  a  little  study,  passing  out  a  question- 
naire to  the  members  to  fill  out,  listing  their  likes  and  dislikes  of  some 
of  the  characteristics  and  abilities  of,  as  well  as  habits  and  activities 
indulged  in  by  the  opposite  sex.

We  believe  that,  we  have  in  this  number  of  90  to  100  who  have  contin- 
ued to  come  out  to  meetings  some  of  the  highest  types  of  young  men  and 
women  of  the  farm.   Among  them  are  graduates  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  .A  number  also  are  teachers  of  rural  schools, 
We  are  going  to  depend  upon  these  leaders  to  help  the  plans  and  interest  for 
our  future  program.         ...

The  county-wide  meeting  held  in  January  was  attended  by  100  young 
people  and  by  a  number  of  parents  and  other  older  rural  folk. 

The  second  county-wide  meeting  is  scheduled  for  July  and  is  to  be 
in  the  form  of  a  tour  to  a  number  of  well-managed  farms  and  farm  homes, 
with  a  picnic  luncli  and  recreation  period. 

The  next  series  of  group  discussions  is  scheduled  for  September,  at 
which  time  the  following  subjects  will  be  included: 
Horses  or  Tractors.  Which? 
Shall  I  Buy  or  Rent  a  Farm? 
The  Rura,l  Tax  Problem. 
Our  Milk-Market  Problem. 
For  the  present,  at.  least,  our  goal  will  be  to  feature  the  serious 
discussion  of  rural  social  and  economic  problems,  with  freedom  from  any 
formal  organization  or  project  requirements.   Recreational  aspects  will  be 
included  only  as  this  phase  is  selected  by  a  group  for  consideration,  except 
that  the  July  tour  will  include  a  recreation  period.

An  ever-increasing  number -of  older  "boys  and  girls  are  to  be  found:  in 
the  rural  .areas ,  their  education' cut  short  because  of  lack  of • funds  or  facil- 
ities,' and,  furthefmore ,  little  opportunity  for  employment  of  any  sort.   Prob- 
lems of  older  boys  and  girls  on  farms  "have  been  tecognized.   for  many  years, 
yet  the  situation  was  never  more  acute  than  at  present.   Efforts  were  made 
to  formulate  a  program -which  w6uld  be  -of  some  value  to  this  older  group. 
Working  with  the  State  department -^of  public  instruction,  an  adult  educational 
class  was  started  for  such  a  group  in  Brown  County.   Their  instruction  ex- 
tended over  a  period  of  3  months ,■ January ,  February ,  and  March  1934.   The  in- 
struction included  typewriting,-  farm- and  home  record-keeping,  and  amateur 
dramatics.   Another  group  in  Turner  County  gave  spiecial  attention  to  a  recre- 
ation program.   Under  the  leadership  of  Mrs;  E.  E.  Costain  they  met  2  weeks 
during  the  year.   The  meetings  were  not  open  "to  -the  public,  and  young  people 
attended  only  by  invitation.   The  group  increased  until -there  were  more"  than 
100  participating.   Theypaid  5  cents  at  each  meeting  to  cover  hall  rent. 
Their  refreshments  they  brought  from  home.   Another  group,  made  lip  entirely 
of  girls  in  Brule  County,  carried  a -home-economics  project,'  selecting  part 
of  their  work  from  the  4-H  program  and  part  from  the  home  extension  demon- 
strations.  One  of  the  most  promising -organizations  of  this  type  is  in 
southern  Turner  County.   It  h?id  a  charter  membership  of  21.   They  drew  up 
a  program  of  study  and  recreation  to  cover -a.  period  of  several  months.   The 
group  meets  every  2  weeks.   Demonstrations  include  inexpensive  home-made 
Christmas  gifts,  and  their  studies  include  history  of  countries  in  which 
they  are  especially  interested.   Other  activities  are  to  include  debates  and 
a  picnic.   Groups  may  be  organized  along  similar  lines  in  other  counties. 
This  seems  to  be  the  best  type  of  organization  tried  out  thus  far.

4-H  Farm  and  Home  Science  Clubs 


The  4-H  club  program  in  Utah  has  been  organized  to  meet  the  needs  of 
two  groups  of  young  people,  those  12  to  15  years  inclusive,  and  those  16 
years  of  age  and  over.   The  younger  members  are  known  as  Boys'  and  Girls' 
4-K  Clubs,  and  the  older  ones  as  4-H  Farm  and  Home  Science  Clubs. 

Projects  for  the  first  group  have  been  definitely  outlined  by  the  club 
specialists,  in  cooperation  with  the  subject-matter  specialists. 

They  have  organized  with  6  to  10  members  and  1  or  2  leaders  for  each 
club.   There  are  members  who  continue  in  junior  work  after  they  reach  the 
age  of  16. 
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Farm  and  Home  Science  Clubs  have  "been  organized  in  communities  where 
there  are  6  to  30  interested  yoiing  men  and' women.   They  do  not,  necessarily, 
work  on  a  project  "basis.   This  is  particularly  true  of  the  farm  science. 

Their  programs  have  included  community,  clu"b ,  and  personal  activities 
which  are  of  interest  to  all  merahex-s.   They  have  been  encouraged  to  conduct 
a  project  of  sufficient  size  to  challenge  the  ability,  interest,  and  finan- 
cial management  of  the  individual. 

The  programs  for  the  older  ^3;rdups  have  been  outlined  by  the  members, 
in  cooperation  with  the  county  extension  agent,  local  leader,  and  represen- 
tative of  the  State  club.   These  clubs  have  proved  very  helpful  in  provid- 
ing an  opportunity  to  develop  talents  and  self-expression.   Club  members  are 
expected  to  continue  their  activities  over  a  long  period  of  time,  until 
they  choose  to  take  up  their  work  v;ith  the  adult  group. 

The  farm  science  club  is  organized  to  meet  the  needs  of  boys  16  years 
of  age  or  older  who  do  not  care  to  continue  as  4-H  club  members  on  si   project 
basis.   There  were  only  3  such  clubs  organized  in  the  State  this  year.   The 
club  at  Nephi  used  recreation,  suc'h  as  games',  songs,  and  dramatics,  as  their 
social  activity.   All  the  recreation  meetings  were  held  in  cooperation  with 
members  of  the  home  science  clubs;  a  program  of  recreation  was  followed. 
The  farm  science  clubs  meet  separately  to  discuss  problems  relative  to  the 
projects  in  which  the  members  are  enrolled.   There  is  no  attempt  to  organize 
farm  science  clubs  where  the  members  choose  to  continue  in  the  regular  4-H 
projects.

Pifty-six  members 
were  present,  representing  eight  towns.   Following  the  business  meeting, 
Robert  Plumb,  president  of  the  organization,  presented  Jeremiah  Evarts,  of 
Windsor,  who  gave  a  fine  talk  on  the  present  state  of  agricultural  affairs 
at  Washington.   Following  his  talk,  an  active  discussion  took  place,  and 
questions  were  asked  by  the  members. 

"The  April  meeting  of  the  Windsor  County  Young  People's  Organization 
was  held  at  the  Grange  hall  in  South  Royalton,  with  65  older  boys  and  girls 
present.   Social  games  ?/ere  in  charge  of  Mary  Shepard  of  South  Royalton  and 
Lyman  Oilman  of  Royalton.   Speakers  of  the  evening  were  Clarence  Carlton, 
county  agricultural  agent,  and  Mrs.  Charlotte  Brooks  of  Burlington.   The 
boys  met  with  Mr.  Carlton  for  a  fine  talk  on  Farm  Leases  and  Other  Means  of 
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Finance.   The  girls  met  with,tos>  Brooks  for  a  very  instructive  talk  on

Older  Girls'  Work  .•.'■■ 

The  agents  reported  Fork  with  eight  groups  in  which  there  were  29 
young  men  and  87  young  women.  , "Six,  clubs  in  Bedford  were  divided,  the 
older  boys  and  girls  being  separated  from  the  younger  ones.   These  club 
members  had  home  improvement  as  their  major  project,  with  gardening  and 
canning  for  minor  projects.   Being. beyond  15  years  of  age,  a  good  deal  of 
their  time  was  spent  in  studying  good  manners  and  good  grooming.   Ten  of 
these  girls  are  club  leaders,  and  were  very  active  in  raising  money  to  send 
delegates  to  the  State  short  course.   It  was  through  their  special  efforts 
that  Bedford  County  sent  the  largest  delegation  (18)  in  its  history  to  the 
short  course." 

Hubbard  Hill  Club  in  Nelson  County  has  an  enrollment  of  nine  young 
women.   Adults  are  invited  to  their  open  forums.   On  Sunday,  October  21, 
their  subject  for  discussion  was  Making  Club  Work  Effective,  with  the  Rev. 
C.  S.  Hughes  as  guest  speaker.  Mr.  Claud  Brown,  who  was  in  attendance  upon 
this  meeting,  said:-  "I  did  not  kripw  that  the  club  was  supposed  to  work  on 
Sundays,  also.   I  like  it  because  olives  the  children  something  to  do  and 
think  about  that  will  help  them  in  the  future." 

Hanover  older  girls  did  advanced  clothing  work.   They  made  pajamas, 
sport  suits,  and  household  linens.

Older  4-H  Club-Member  Organizations 

For  several  years  —  a  half-dozen  at  least  —  some  counties  have  had 
organized  groups  of  older  ^-H  club  members.-  Usually  the  membership  is  limited 
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to  those  memt)ers  who  have  earned  their  4-H  pins.   These  groups  function  in 
various  ways,  their  final  objectives  "being  social  expression  and  service  to 
other  cluh  members.  An  educational  feature  is  quite  often  added,  when 
problems  peculiar  to  youth  in  their  everyday  living  are  discussed  for  better 
understanding. 

Happily,  in  most  counties  these  older  groups  serve  in  a  sort  of  semi- 
official capacity  as  a  cabinet  working  closely  with  the  county  and  home  dem- 
onstration agents,  The  best  examples  of  such  kindly  cooperation  may  be 
found  in  Hancock  and  Ohio  Counties.   In  the  former,  the  30  members  of  the 
Senior  4-H  Co^jmcil  help  the  county  agent  to  plan  the  entire  county  club 
program.   Then  they  assign  themselves  certain  tasks;   Conducting  demonstra- 
tions, training  recreational  and  song  leaders  in  local  clubs,  conducting  a 
county  4-H  picnic,  council  circle,  club  exhibit,  Arbor  Day  program,  and 
other  worth-while  activities. 

The  Iroquois  of  Ohio  County,  now  with  4  years  of  organized  activities 
behind  them,  have  become  "veterans"  in  the  promotion  of  the  club  program  in 
that  county.   Then,  too,  they  plan  well  for  their  own  social  welfare  and  for 
a  general  good  time  in  working  together.   Their  program  considers  the  initi- 
ation of  new  members  into  local  clubs,  the  planning  and  construction  of  camp 
facilities,  program  for  club  mf^etings,  recreation  among  the  club  members, 
dramatics,  plays,  music,  stunts,  health  program,  library  project,  advertis- 
ing of  club  work  before  civic  and  other  club  groups,  achievement  banquets, 
and  youth  conferences. 

Another  fairly  active  group  of  these  older  club  folk  is  that  of  The 
Builders  in  Harrison  County.   Its  activities  are  similar  to  those  m.entioned 
in  the  above  paragraphs,  only  on  a  smaller  scale.   The  Senior  4-H  Council 
in  Brooke  County  works  along  a  similar  way.   Likewise,  there  are  the  Torch- 
bearers  in  Marshall,  the  4-H  Alumni  in  Jackson,  the  Knights  of  Dependability 
in  Preston,  the  Marionites  in  Marion,  the  Night  Hawks  in  Calhoun,  the  Mojah 
in  Barbour,  the  Older  Group  in  the  eastern  panhandle,  and  other  groups  that 
are  less  active. 

To  widen  their  social  and  educational  horizons  these  groups  sent 
delegates  to  the  Student  Section  of  the  American  Country  Life  Association 
meeting  in  Washington.   One  of  their  number,  Neil  Bolton,  was  president  of 
this  section. 

There  is  great  potential  power  and  leadership  stored  in  these  groups. 
Properly  directed  they  should  be  the  finest  leavening  agent  in  the  country- 
life  program  in  West  Virginia.   In  the  future  more  time  should  be  devoted 
to  them  in  helping  to  plan  activities  and  in  tying  together  their  interests 
in  a  way  that  will  result  in  a  truly  more  abundant  life  among  our  rural 
people.
